The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record do not disclose, teach or suggest a method of treating skin condition of a patient, 
comprising the steps of: generating a target region on said skin; topically administering 
exogenous chromophore to the target region; and irradiating the selected/target region 
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with light having a wavelength of between 700 nm-1.2 jam to inhibit sebum production 
within the target region; wherein the step of generating the target region comprises the 
step of applying an acidic composition to a selected skin surface , and in turn 
heating or mechanically abrading said selected skin surface as presently claimed.
